During the Inter-Congress, scholars brought from all over the world have a chance 
to exchange knowledge, experience, and views, and to show the intellectual and social 
power of world anthropologies. Poznan, where both the discipline and the University celebrate their 
centennial, is an excellent venue to show the intellectual force and social importance of anthropol- 
ogy and ethnology.

REACHING THE MAIN VENUE 

Poznan is a relatively compact city and most 
places can be easily accessed on foot (including 
AMU Rectorate, Zamek Cultural Centre and all 
Inter-Congress Clubs). However, the Moras- 
ko Campus - the main Inter-Congress venue 
(and the seat of the Department of Ethnology 
and Cultural Anthropology) — is located further 
away from the centre, but is easily reachable by 
public transport. Type ‘Uniwersytetu Poznafisk- 
lego 7, Poznan’ into Google maps to locate the 
venue. 


The easiest and quickest way to get to the 
Campus is by taking a Poznan’ fast tram — it takes 
only 12 to 15 minutes from the city centre. Just 
look for trams with numbers: 12, 14, 15 and 16 
towards ‘Os. Sobieskiego' (the last stop). To 
search for a suitable connection you can use the 
‘Jak dojade’ website: /Attps://jakdojade.pl/ 
poznan/trasa/ - select English language 
in the upper right corner Settings, type the 
starting point and the destination (which is ‘Os. 
Sobieskiego’). Stay on the tram until the last 
stop. Once you arrive at ‘Os. Sobieskiego’, It will 
take you 2-3 minutes to walk to the venue — just 
follow the signs.
